A RIBBON HAT. 


- - 


HOW TO MAKE IT. 


ATERIALS :—A buskram shape to suit 

the wearer, five yards of corded silk 

ribbon about two inches wide, two 
skeins silk twist, two yards of narrow ribbon, 
about half an inch wide. 

First. cut three pieces of the corded ribbon 
each about ten inches long, lay these side by 
side and sew together with the silk twist, 
using herringbone, cross stitch, or any other 
fancy stitch preferred (these are to form the 
top of the crown); lay in position on crown, 
and-tack down, cutting off corners and letting 
it come down about an inch on to side of 
crown. 

Next cover the heen, beginning at centre of 
front; place end of the ribbon about half an 
inch up side of crown, secure with a tacking 
thread, draw ribbon to edge of brim and 
underneath, and secure inside crown, leaving 
half an inch to spare, and cut off ribbon. 
Repeat this all round the brim, putting a 
tiny pleat in the centre of each piece of rib- 
bon to make it fit perfectly to the shape, 
making the edges of each piece of ribbon 
almost meet; join these edges together with 
herringbone stitch as in the crown. 

Next do side of crown by putting two 
lengths of ribbon round, joined together as in 
the crown with herringbone stitch. 
Trimming. 

The hat is now complete except for trim- 
ming, and this can be varied according to 
taste. Pat the narrow ribbon ry tie at 
one side, and make the remainder into loops, 
reaching to the edge of the brim at the side. 
The hat complete may be had for about 6s. 
6d., price varying according to quality of 
ribbon used, and may be made in dozens of 
different designs. 

I have mentioned corded ribbon two inches 
wide, but any kind of plain or fancy ribbos 
may, of course, be used, and in any width, 
in narrower ribbon more of it wil] be required. 

One can have hat, stitching, and trimming 
all the same colour, or one can keep hat and 
stitching the same colour with contrasting 
trimming, or can have stitching and trim- 
ir. to match, centrasting with shade of 
hat; and one can choose one’s colours accord- 
sgh to the wear for which the hat is intended,

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—The varia- 
tion in numerical h of ass ó compared 
with last week trifling; cattle throughout the. 
season have been mo "beyond cormel gather- 
ings, whilst sheep and lambs continue sub- 
stantially below our weekly averages for time 
of year. Entrants in the latter branch to-day 
principally comprised lambs, sheep being v 
scarce, The cattle trade was barely so ood, 
on the whole, as previously, and a g 
rating in 53s. to 658. zone of values was very 
exceptional. Leading local butchers paid about 
eee money for the nicer qualities of 

ullocks and heifers. Sheep generally a better 
selling market, and prices for the nicer pens 
perhaps ós. to 5s, per head dearer. Lambs a 
much more active trade, but prices varied 
little from last day. Only a moderate attend- 
ance ofeross-Channel cattle buyers, who were 
rather hard to fit on question of prices; but there 
was a sweeping business done in lambs for 
shipment. 

There may possibly be some interruption to 
business here in the near future on wage ques- 
tion affecting casual and other market em- 
ployés. There has been some negotiation, but 
neither side is disposed to give way. Cattle 
salesmen consider the grievance altogether on 
their side, inasmuch as that the settlement 
affecting drovers and other attendants on 
market was thought to be very generous, and 
has remained on present liberal basis since 
1920, although since then both cattle and 
sheep prices have come down persistently and 
considerably, thus materially reducing sales- 
men’s commissions, from which these wages 
naturally accrue: There seems to be a de- 
termination on part of salesmen now to have 
them revised. .

THE PLAYERS’ SHAKESPEARE. 

The Book Department of the well- 
known firm of Benn Brothers, Limited, 
has now been formed into a separate com- 

any under the chairmanship of Sir 
i "— Benn. The new company will 
specialise in the production of books on 
fine and applied art and of works of 
letters, which will aim at perfection of 
typography and format. These two volumes 
are the first which bear the imprint of 
Ernest Benn. They are a most worthy 
beginning, and—what is, perhaps, more 
important—they are a noble tribute to the 

nius of Shakespeare. The poet’s memory 
as received many honours in this ter- 
centenary year, but none of them, we 
think, surpasses the two volumes which 
lie before us. The price of four guineas 
suggests a gorgeous book; but these 
editions of “ Macbeth’”’ and “ The 
Merchant of Venice,’’ reprints of the texts 
of the First Folio, are not gorgeous in 
any vulgar sense. Their note is one of 
high distinction—all the distinction that 
taste and reverence and scholarly care 
can lavish on the work of an immortal. 
For those who love Shakespeare and good 
craftsmanship “The Players’ Shake- 
speare’’ will be a ktema es aci. 

The type of these reprints is clear and 
elegant. The pages have wide margins 
.and the paper is of beautiful texture. The 
editorial work and illustrations harmonise 
with their context; for they have been 
done with sdwniralide learning, restraint 
and skill. The general introduction and 
the prefaces to both plays have been 
written by Mr. Granville. Barker—per- 
haps the most successful of living pro- 
ducers. He takes a conservative, yet 
broad, view of the interpretation of 
Shakespeare on the modern stage.

But 
gain Shakespeare’s effects ; it is your 
business to discern them.”’ 
are copiously illustrated in line and 
colour. The pictures for “ Macbeth’? have 
been done by Mr. Charles Ricketts, and 
those for “ The Merchant of Venice ”’ by 
Mr. Thomas Lowinsky. Each has taken 
his own way, and, though they are very 
different ways, each has been successful.

FREDERIC HARRISON’S LAST WORDS, 

Mr. Frederic Harrison died on the 18th 
of January, and was correcting the proofs 
of this volume on the morning of that 
day. He was then ninety-one years of 
age. The articles here collected appeared 
in various reviews last year. The collec- 
tion takes its title from the first essay, a 
dialogue on old age, an imaginary con- 
versation held at Oxford between a very 
aged clergyman-—a college don—and a 
young athlete. On such a trite subject 
one can look only for interesting oliter 
dicta. The aged clergyman has not a 
high opinion of our new. young poets. 
“In all the flood of the new poetry which 
the present century seems to have called 
to life, and which the Great War and its 
manifold consequences have so keenly 
stimulated, there is one character that I 
note—a character which debars it from 
any high rank. It is so intensely per- 
sonal, so monotonously lyrical, short, 
scrappy, occasional.’ In comparison, 
“all great poetry deals with great subjects 
in rich and copious form. It tells of 


great events, noble men, spacious times. 
Wordsworth, Shelley, Byron, Keats, 
Tennyson, Browning, Swinburne wrote 
grand poems that were much more than 
sonnets, songs, personal emotions.’ 

This is well put. We agree with the 
aged speaker when he passes on to 
another matter—the modern love of sport. 
He has no quarrel with games, but he 
does not like “sport.” “Of all the 
millions of our men—and women—who 
fought and worked to win the war, not 
one in a thousand had ever before handled 
a gun, mounted a horse, or flung a rod. 
They did their bit without sport ’ — 
without any practice in killing brutes. 
And so one day the world will do its bit, 
we trust.’’ 

The articles entitled “My Victorian 
Memories ” were -called forth by Mr. 
Lytton Strachey’s brilliant study of ‘Queen 
Victoria and her times. Mr. Harrison is 
most emphatic that there never was a 
Victorian age—that Thackeray and 
Dickens were really describing Regency 
times. As to the succeeding years, he 
says: “The view that the Victorian type 
was conventional and dull, and that the 
new Georgian type is so spiritual, strikes 
us veterans as a-droll bit of conceit.’ 
We suppose that the author thought the 
most of the last essay in this book, “ A 
Philosophical Synthesis,”’ but we doubt if 
many now will read discussions about 
Spenser and Comte. Some things, at,any 
rate, have passed away for good and all, 

Far more interesting is the essay on 
Greek and Elizabethan tragedy. Mr. 
Harrison sets himself to prove that, in 
pure tragedy, the Attic dramatists. are 
unsurpassed in power. He finds the reason 
in the conditions of the drama at Athens

taken by thé authors countryman, M. 
Clensdantoe. The “ Tiger” cared nothing 
for the settlement saye in so far as it 
affected the future of his beloved France. 
He assumed consistently the attitude that 
Germany was beaten and that no German, 
now or ever, could be trusted. There- 
fore, he bent all his energies to the duty 
of laying Germany as low as he could 
possibly lay her. In fact, the country- 
men of M. Caillaux at the negotiations 
which preceded the Treaty of Versailles 
used all’ their efforts to create a new 
Alsace-Lorraine by taking possession of 
the Ruhr Vailey. 

We have no affection for Mr. Lloyd 
George; but we are bound to say that 
we admire the stand which he made 
against the French during the prolonged 
discussions on the future of the Ruhr 
Valley. It is all very well for M. Cail- 
lanx to accuse the statesmen entrusted 
with the making of peace of being in- 
different to the plain laws of industrial 
evolution when, instead of grasping an 
ideal, they had to do ail they could 
to secure some semblance of justice. 
‘Indeed, if men like M. Caillaux could 
have had their way, the outcome would 
have been a victory for the Central 
Powers. 

We are in more agreement with him 
when he perceives a menace to our 
Civilisation in the spectacle of a cogtinent 
torn by national jealousies, and we wish 
with all our heart that we could see a 
way to abate them., In particular, the 
words of M. Caillaux on the dangers of 
emancipated peasants seeking to revert 
to the socia] and industrial order of the 
pre-industrial era are of essential im- 
portance to our farmers and labourers 
at this moment. Here he speaks with 
real. experience and insight.

“Will you jaunt 50,000 miles with me?”

We all know that the 
East hates the West, that the Arab 
detests the Jew, that the Moslem damns 
the Christian infidel, that the Bolshevik’s 
hand is against every man who is not a 
proletarian. “ Sweetness and light ” are 
very much to seek in the caldron of 
passions, East and West. Mrs. Tweedie’s 
travel experiences and observations merely 
confirm our newspaper reports of world 
unrest. As for the healing of the 
nations, apparently her only immediate 
way of hope is the strengthening of the 
British Empire, and this end is to be 

gained by encouraging Boy and Girl 
gs fighting Socialism and expanding 
patriotism. Mrs. Tweedie will have to 
find a broader way to the new world of 
our hopes.

The Farmer's View. 


We venture, nevertheless, to hope that in 
both these the Irish farmer may yet find a 
friend. So far as Labour is concerned, in- 
deed, the history of the relations between 
the. agricultural worker and the working 
farmer have not been fortunate. Locked at 
froin only the farmer’s point of view, there 
has been little imcentive to the increased 
roduction which the town labourer desires 
Pie men who strives to make two ears of 
oats grow where one grew before often has 
to sell both ears at a loss, dividing the 
ruceeds between labourer and “ profiteer.”’

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY SPRING SHOW.| 
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MEMBERS’ MEETING. 


At a general meeting of the Royal Dublin 
Society. held at Ballsbridge yesterday, Lord 
Rathdonnell presiding, Mr. R. J. Kelly gave 
notice ef motion to the effect that the meet- 
ings should be held monthly. It was decided 
that this should be considered at a Committee 
meeting of the Society. 

Some sheep breeders asked 
holding of the sheep show was now definitely 
fixed for the Spring Show. 

The Director in reply, drew attention to 
the Committee of Agriculture's desire to build 
up a Nattonal Agricultural Show in Ireland, 
which could not be complete unless each of 
the principal animals of the farm was re- 
presented. Although the Committee recog- 
nised that there were difficulties associated 
with the holding of a show of sheep in the 
early part of the year, they felt that all 
agricuiturists should endeavour to co-operate 
with the Society in building up the Show, 
realising that it was for the greatest good of 
the greatest number, and f it was possible 
to hold: large exhibitions of cheep at the 
National Shows in the British Isles at this 
period of the year, the scheme should be 
persevered with in Ireland. 

Another member argued that August was 
certainly the best time of the year for such 
a show 

The Director, in reply, said that the Com- 
mittee fully realised this, and when it was 
suggested that the August Show was par- 
ticularly cohvenient for the sale of rams, it 
had arranged a classification and aale for 
that Show. This, however. had to be can- 
celled on account of éhe Ram Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation deciding that they could not support 
the movement. 

RAILWAY RATES. 

ABERDEEN-ANGUS 
ASSOCIATION. 

AL the Ballebridge Showyard yesterday, 

Mr. E. J. Beaumont Nesbitt, H.M.L., pre- 
sided at a meeting of the Irish Aberdeen 
Angus Association. 
Communications from the Irish railway 
companies on the subject of charges for show 
cattle were considered, and the following re- 
solution was adopted unanimously :— 
“This association much appreciates - the 
action of the Midland Great Western and Dublin 
and South- Eastern: Railway Companies in re- 
ducing the freight charges on show cattle 
from 120 to 50 per cent. over pre-war charges, 
as tending to encourage the exhibition of pure- 
bred stock for educational] purpoges, especially 
in view of the menace to the Irish store cattle 
trade on account of the admission of over- 
seas cattle ifto Great Britain otherwise than 
for immediate slaughter. 
‘This association regards the action of the 
Great Northern and Great Southern Railway 
Companies in stil] adhering to the maximum 
war rates as incomprebensible, and as a power- 
ful argument for the unification and emalga- 
mation of the Irish rai!way systems im the 
general economic development of the re- 
sources of tho country.” 

Reference having been made to certain 
County Committees of Agriculture regarding 
their policy of excluding Aberdeen Angue 
buile from the benefits of their live stock 
schemes, it was noted with satisfaction that 
the matter wha to be considered by the various 
cemmittees in view of the menace to Irish 
cattle through the introdaction of Canadian 
stores into Great Britain. 

The question of an autamn aale of female 
cattle was discussed, and it was decided to 
support other breed essociations in establish- 
img same. 


FARMING INSTRUCTORS. 


THE DEPRESSION IN 
AGRICULTURE. 

Mr. McCarthy, Boscommon, chairman, pre 
sided at the annual general meeting of the 
Agricultura! Insiructors’ Assoctation m the 
Commitiee Room of the Royal Dublin Society, 
Ballsbridge, yesterday, when the present posi- 
tion of the agriciltural industry was dis- 
cussed. The meeting was of opinion that the 
prevailing depression would continue until 
stable economic conditions were restored in 
Britain and on the Continent, and that, in the 
circumstances, it would be unwise to depend 
on legislativé enactments as a remedy for the 
present conditions) Nevertheless, there were 
& few important aspects of the national in- 
}dustry which would benefit by legislation. 
The Irish store cattle trade, for example, in 
. view of the competition from Canada, cou!d 
oniy maintain its prestige by the excellence 
of the Irish store cattle. That, in turn, 
necessitated the grading-up of store stock. 
While the instructors realised that the im- 
proved quality of Irish cottle, which had re- 
sulted mainly from the work of the county 
committees and of the Department, placed 
them in a position to compete with the best 
animals from Canada or elsewhere, yet can- 
stant efforts would be required to maintain 
the standard and to improve on it where 
possible. 

On the question of the laws governing the 
sale & agricultural seeds it was unanimous! 
held that, in the interests alike of farme 
and of the seed trade, the purity and ger- 
mination of all seeds sold for sowing should 
be guaranteed. To this end a clause should 
be added to the Weeds and Seeds Act pro- 
viding that wholesale and retail merchants 
of seeds should be required to guarantee the 
purity and germination of all agricultural 
seeds sold for sowing in Ireland. 

Arising out of the correspondence, the i- 
tion of instructors with regard to eal 
security and right of superannuation or com- 
pensation was explained by the Chairmen, who 
pointed out that all whole-time officers of 
committees appointed before June, 1918, were 
safeguarded by the Local Government Act of 
1919, and that such officers were entitled to 
compensation or pension from the County 
Council or other rating body if deprived, for 
any other reason than misconduct or in- 
efficiency. of employment. The members felt 
that the long-promised superannuation scheme 
which the Department had at various times 
during the past ten years intimated their in- 
tention of making law should now be seriously 
undertaken by the Ministry of Agriculture. 

4 resolution was expressing appre- 
ciation of the services rendered to Irish agri- 
culture and agricultural education by Mr. ‘T. 
P. Gill. The merited promotion of Mr. 
Meyrick to the Secretaryship of the Depart- 
www was the subject of a congratulatory reso- 
ution.

At the annual meeting of the Irish Short- 
horn Breeders’ Association, held at Balls- 
bridge, Dublin, on Wednesday, Mr. Richard 
K. Wright, President, in the chair, the ré- 
port oí the Committee was adcpted, on the 
motion of the President, seconded by Major 
Richardson. 

The report endorsed the evidence given by 


| the President and Mr. B. H, Barton before 


the Commission on Agriculture to the effect 
that the Government uld subsidise and en- 
courage the breeding of high-class sires, and, 
if mecessary, insist that all sires used in the 
country should be on an approved register. 
The report also expressed approval of the 
representations made by a deputation from the 
Association to the Minister for Agricultare 
with reference to the six days’ quarantine 
imposed on Irish pure-bred stock imported 
into Great Britain. 

With reference to dairy shorthorns, the 
report stated that the Committee considered 
it expedient to suggest to breeders that “ the 
recent enhanced prices of dairy shorthorns 
should not tempt them to unduly concentrate 
on breeding for milk production alone, as it 
must be borne in mind that the shorthorn is 
capable of producing both milk and beef, and, 
in view of the importation of Canadian cattle 
into Great Britain. it is more than ever neces- 
sary for breeders in this country to maintain 
the beef qualities of their stores.”” 

The importance was urged of maintaining 
the Association as an all-Ireland body, seo 
that matters affecting the interests of breeders 
in both the Free State and in Northern Ireland 
might be discussed and dealt with by an 
organisation representative of the entire 
country.

THE FARM. 


OATS. AND. POTATOES 
PLENTIFUL. 


The opening of the present month found 
Irish farmers holding. more than average 
stocks of feeding oats, since prices did not 
warrant the usual proportion being sold. Any 
such oats marketed in County Dublin and 
County Meath brought 17s. 6d. and 20s. per | 
barrel (14 stones). In North Tipperary the 
range was from 14s.- to 17s., and in County 
Longford from 16s. to 19s. per barrel. For 
seeds in County Dublin was from. 2ls. to 24s. 
per barrel. 

Flax prices at the end of the season have 
been disappointing to growers, ranging from 
8s. 6d. per stone in County Monaghan to 17s. 
in County Cavan. Judging from the quan- 
tity of seed purchased, it is estimated that 
the area under flax this season will be from 15 
to 20 per cent. under last year. 

As might be expected, there are still heavy 
surplus supplies of potatoes in all parte of the 
country. They are being largely used for 
feeding to pigs, cattle, and poultry. Demand 
is chiefly confined to town dwellers, and prices 
wary from 2s. to 4s. and 5s. per cwt., accord-

In the Northern counties it ts 
estimated that one-third of the crop is still 
in the hands of growers, and it is question- 
able, even though large quantities are being 
fed to pigs, if it will be possible to use up 
the surplus quantity left over. 

Winter wheat is reported as looking pro 
mising. In County Wexford winter oats is 
very forward, and in many cases preparations 
are being made for spraying charlock on both 
wheat and oats. Catch-crops were slow im 
coming into use owing to the backwardness 
of the season. in the early counties rye grass, 
rape, and “‘starters,’’ as well as mixtures cf 
vetches and rye, were cut for feeding about 
20th April. In Southern counties plots of 
rape, hardy turnips, and rye were fed to 
stock during April, and plots of Italian rye 
grass are coming into use. 

The improvement in the store cattle trade 
is accounted for by a recovery from the scare 
caused by the áis Ah of Canadian cattle and 
the prospects of early grass. i

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MORE FRIESIAN HERDS IN 


IRELAND.

Of the 38 new members elected at the last 
meeting of the British Friesian Cattle 
Society, there are four from Ireland—Mesers. 
Patrick Gilburn, Kilmeedy, Newcastle West; 
James McGarvey, Dunmore House, Cooks- 
town, Co. Tyrone; Seumas Matthews, Millix- 
town Farm, Ardee, and G. Wallace, Movilla, 
Newtownards. These heavy milking dairy 
cattle have been a long time coming into 
favour. On. the Continent, and especially in 
America, they are held in the highest esteem, 
while ‘throughout Great Britain they have 
made remarkable strides during the past 
few years. 

A number of select herds have been estab- 
lished “in this country, and with the in- 
sistent demand for more milk these are likely 
to increase. 

In connection with the dairying quelifica- 
tions of these cattle, it is the opinion of the 
British Friesian Cattle Society that any cow 
yielding upwards of six gallons of milk daily 
should, on humane considerations, be 
milked three times daily. In furtherance of 
this idea the Society is endeavouring to per- 
suade show societies to adopt the practice in 
milking trials. 
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ENSILAGE FOR LIVE STOCH. 


There are few farms in Ireland where 
ensilage is made on any extensive scale, and 
fewer still where the method of preserving 
green fodder is understood 

Visitors to the Dublin Showyard this week 
were reminded of the part which ensilage 
plays in stock feeding by two silos erected 
amongst the machinery exhibits. These 
aroused an interest’ in the matter which) has 
not been displayed for many vears. 

As a means of preserving green fodder in a 
succulent state for winter feeding, ensilaze 
has its merits. One advantage which its 
advocates claim is that it is independent of 
the weather, and is therefore safer than hay- 
making in wet seasons. 

Where root crops would perish, there is 
almost a certainty of obtaining a silage crop. 
Results have shown that it is cheaper than 
root growing under unfavourable conditions. 
If the silage crop is sown in spring, or prefer- 
ably in the autumn, it can be got off in time 
for turnips or rape to be taken. A useful 
cleaning crop is the usnal silage mixture of 
oats- and. vetches. Stubble land, therefore, 
which in the ordinary course would he bare 
fallowed, may safely be sown with oats and 
vetches, and cleaning contemplated in time 
for autumn eorn by means of a bastard fallow. 

When stock, are fed on silage made from 
leguminous crops—i.¢., clover, lucerne, sain- 
foin, and vetches—it is claimed from experi- 
ence that they will require less oil cake than 
animals fed on roots. Moreover. such crops 
tend to increase the fertility of the land. In 
this way ensilage enables poor heavy land 
now in grass to be brought under tillage 
cleaned and improved. : 

Where a farmer finds himself short of the 
usual silage crops the silo may be filled up 
with coarse grass, and even nettles and weeds. 


may thus be converted into edible silage. The 
cost of handling is lower than that of roots. 
and the proportion of dry matter dealt with 
is probably much greater. 

Roots, however, although containing’a large 
percentage of water, plav an important part 
in the farm economy, and are not likely to be

The financial position of the Church of 
Ireland was the principal subject for dis- 
cussion at the reassembly of the General Synod 
in the Synod Hall, Christ Church place, 
Dublin, yesterday morning, the Primate pre- 
siding. 
By leave of the House, the followi 
‘ae to be present:—The Right Rev. F. 
. T. Balfour, D.D., Bishop of Bloemfontein ; 
the Rev. E. Courteney West, formerly Arch. 
deacon of Port Elizabeth, and the Rev. W. 
Wehrstedt, Missionary of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel. ' 


MATTERS OF FINANCE. 
Mr. J. A. Maconchy, in moving that the 
report of the Representative Body be taken into 
consideration, said that the accounts presented 
ay ho“ Representative Body to the General 
1922, o 


were 


for the year ended 3lst December 
en with the balance sheet of capital 
and liabilities against assets. The total of 
the go accounts amounted to 
£9,552,583, of the income account balances to 
£45,734, of reserves to £361,601, and of 
sundry liabilities to £9,323, to which was 
added the balance to credit of allocation 
account, £22,523, making in all a total debit 
of £9,991,856. The actual changes in capital 
accounts result in a net total increase of 
£115,511. The increase in parochial endow- 
ments was £358,426, considerably exceeding the 
corresponding figure for 1921. This fund now 
stood at £1,721,862, and, with the miscel- 
laneous trusts dnd endowments, £841,654, 
aggregated a total of £2,563,516, absolutely 
new endowmenis created since Disestablish- 
ment by gifts and legacies. 

Nor does this exhaust the tale; for the 
great Diocesan Stipend, General, and Epis- 
copal Funds, amounting in all to £5,433,936, 
‘were an additional monument to the liberality 
of thé members of their Church, laity and 
clergy together, by whom the original scheme 
for the repair of the wasting fund, with which 
alone their Disestablished Church was 
eqaipped in 1870, had been brought to the 
conclusion now before the Synod. It could 
not be too often or too clearly stated that the 
capital handed over at Disestablishment re- 
presented the capitalised value of annuities 
‘which the Church was bound to pay, and 
was, therefore, mortgaged to iis full value, 
and would have disappeared altogether in 
payment of those annuities had not the 
wastage been repaired by what Provost Traill 
described as the “ noble liberality of the mem- 
bers of the Church.” So it had come that 
the commutation capital of £7,581,075, paid 
over by the State to the Church, had wasted 
to £78,612, while the stipend and other capital 
funds had been built up to their present 
figure, far in excess of that original wasting 
fund. Other capital increases included 
£24,704, surplus on sale of twenty-one glebes 
sold during the year, a further result of the 
policy of amalgamation of parishes; £17,882 
in investments reserve, mainly by the addi- 
tion of £15,000 by resolution of the Genera] 
Synod of 1922; and £15,906 in Central Church 
Fund, of which £15,346 came from trusts 
and endowments. 

TEN MiLT.IONS CREDIT. 

On the other side of the balance sheet were 
detailed assets making in all a total credit 
of £9,991,856. The changes were few, the 
main items being an increase of £115,000 in 


tion of £17,487 to the ear-marked Securities 
held on specific trusts. ‘hese trusts had in 
the last ten years increased by 60 per cent. 
From the. income and expenses account it 
would be seen that there was a satisfactory 
increase in the dividends, but there was a 
decrease in respect of interest on mortgages, 
which reduces the gross income for the year, 
and pe tanto reduced to £30,192 the balance 
ior the year. The expenses of administration 
included a special item of £557 in respect of 
the Commission for Union of Parishes, apart 
from which there was a slight, decrease. . 

From this. acéónnt a balance of £368,422 
was carried to allocation account, in which 
latter they would observe 
interest on the main aapitel fande amounting 
to £338,230, £4,000 more than in 1921, and 
the various payments allocated by the 
General Synod, including’ £7,939 ont of the 
1922 income, the net result of which was to 
leave a balance of £22,523 available for present 
allocation. The receipts from voluntary 
sources ior the year 1922 amounted to 
£195,480, there being a drop of £9,752 in the 
assessments paid in advance for stipends: a 
result, not to be surprised at in view of the 
conditions which prevailed, particilarly in 
the South and West, during the last half of 
the year. The Central Church Fund income 
account showed a balance of £5,475 remain- 
ing out of an income of £5,569, the only pay- 
ments amounting to £94 15s. Od. 


SUPERANNUATION FUND, 

The figures relating to the Superannuation 
Fund income scarcely afforded a true index 
of the facts. The grants during the year 
were but £400 more than in 1921, but it 
must be borne in mind that the Superannua- 
tion Act sed in 1922 did not come into 
force until the lst January, 1923, and that 
for the last half of 1922 the applications for 
grants wers few and far between, it being 
obviously to the advantage of applicants 
to await the operation of the new Act, under 
which the mazimum was raised from £200 to 
£300 per annum. Tlie current year, 1923, 
would show a very large increase in the 
charges on the Fund, which at this date 
totalled £22,000 per annum. 

REFUND OF INCOME TAX. 

A matter of deep interest to the Church was 
that of refund of income tax, the first public 
reference to which was made in the House 
of Lords last week. It was not a question of 
double income tax, or of any of the other 
points which were being raised as to the posi- 
tion of ordinary taxpayers; but was that 
of the total exemption from British income 
tax of all charitable institutions, a term 
which included Church and educational in- 
stitutions. That total exemption had always 
been granted hitherto under the British In- 
come Tax Acts. All Jrish “charitable institu- 
tions’’ had hitherto come within the opera 
tion of the exemption clauses in these Acts. 
But on the assumption by the Free State of 
the status of a Dominion, the British Income 
Tax Acts would automatically conte to apply 
to all charitable institutions domiciled in the 
Free State, and the exemption, therefore, 
would cease to exist in respect of income tax 
deducted at the source on securities registered 
in Great Britain. The importance oí this to 
trustees of Irish institutions would be 
obvious, when it was pointed out that the 
securities registered in the Free State, or, 
indeed, anywhere out of Gredt Britain, and 
permissible for investment by trustees, were 
very limited. 

e present law governing such investments 
was that made when Ireland -was united to 
Great Britain. There could be but few Irish 
charitable institutions which did not possess 
investments in securities registered in Great 
Britain, 4641. all suech@®institutions stood to 

se a considerable  pottion of their

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stipends, As the Minimum Stipend Act comes 
into operation, so the necessity for these grants 
should disappear ; and the Representative Body 
recommend that a beginnin made this year 
by a reduction or ‘ cut” of £2,500. 

They had passed through a time of very 
great Ruanciel aaxicty, and although the funds 
of the Church had in , both as to capital 
and as to income, yet they could not lose sight 
of the facts that the values ot many of their 
investments had considerably decreased and 
that the calls upon their increased income had, 
so far, proportionately and continuously in- 
creased. The future for investments presented 
many difficulties and dangers, and, whiile the 
Representative Body recognised to the full the 
reserve which the Church d in the 
loyalty of her members, they were bound, as 
trustees of the funds committed to their care, 
to conserve those funds and to counse] the 
Synod to assist in making provision for 
security against 8, 

No fact or feature in their organisation or 
administration stood out more clearly than the 
success which had attended the full admission 
of the laity into the Councils and managemen 
of the affairs of their Church. The “ noble 
response ” made in 1870 to the appeal for 
money to repair the wasting Commutation 
Fund had been paralleled in their day bythe 
record of the Auxiliary Fund, by the constant 
and increasing flow of endowments, and 
by the Jarge increases in the stipends 
of the clergy during the last few “years. 
Analogous had been the result of giving to the 

arochial vestries a full share in the control 
and management of glébes. Problems in ad- 
ministfation, differences of opinion, they would 
always have; but the amicable spirit in which 
these problems. were discussed, and the earnest 
endeavour to reconcile differences and to find 
points of agreement which had marked their 
debates in connection with the far-reachin 
legislation of the last few years, afforded amp 
evidence of the single-minded loyalty to their 
Church which influenced all their members 
and inspired them with courage to face the 
vicissitudes which the future may have in 
store, secure in the certainty that, come what 
may, the Church of Ireland will stand four- 
square, firm and united, to every wind. of 
change and chance. 

Mr. Justice Samuels, who seconded‘ the 
motion, said that he was sure that he voiced 
the sentiment of every member of the House 
when he expressed appreciation of the work of 
those men of affairs who had devoted their 
energy, brains, ability and time to securing 
the temporal stability of the Church. They 
also owed a debt of gratitude to the London 
Committee, the work of which showed that 
there were still in England people hose 
hearts beat in unison with them in Ireland, 
and would assist them: in providing for the 
poorer churches.

SOCIETY. 


The annual meeting of the Hibernian Bible 
Society was held yesterday in the Gregg 
Halt. Dawson street, Dublin, Lord Kilmaine 
presiding. , | 

In the report allusion was made to the 
burning of the Bible House in Sackville street 
with all. its contents—the stock of Seriptures, 
all records and accounts of the Society, and 
the library, containing editions of the Serip- 
undreds of tongues, many copies 
being very rare, dating back to the sixteenth 
century. 

The greatest loss of, ajl, alike from the 
archeological and monetary points of view, 
was that of the house itself. Built in 1756, it 
was one of the finest old Georgian mansions in 
Dublin. At one time it was the town house 
of the Earl of Drogheda, and was purchased 
by the Society about one hundred years ago. 
The total value of the house and its contents 
has heen estimated at £41,000, and a claim 
for compensation had been lodged with the 


Government. i | :

NEWS SUMMARY. 


IRELAND. 


Sitting in Belfast yesterday, Judge 
Thompson dismissed the claim made by 
Viscount Massereene and Ferrard and 
ether trustees of Antrim Castle for 
£90,000 compensation for the destruction 
of the castle by fire. 

The Ulster Education Bill passed the 
Committee. stage in the Northern House 
of Commons yesterday, and the report 
stage will be taken on Mas 26th.

At yesterday’s sitting of the Géneral 
Synod of the Church of Ireland the Repre- 
séntative Body’s financial statement, which 
was read, showed that. while the funds 
had increased both as to capital and as 
to income, the values of many of the 
investments had considerably decreased, 
and the calls upon income were growing 
larger.

Religion and Taxes. 

The Church of Ireland is, we think, the 
only Church which annually reviews its 
financial affairs coram populo. That tradi- 
tion was retained this week in circum- 
stances which might have suggested a 
more private procedure to a more timid 
institution. The Church of Ireland, how- 
ever, has nothing to conceal. It is a well- 
managed and, on the financial side, a 
prosperous Church ; but that prosperity is 
the result of no political or social privilege. 
It is founded on two things—the ability 


and vision of the men who directed the 


Church's fortunes after disestablishment 
and the loyalty of succeeding generations 
of Irish Churchmen. Every penny that the 
Chureh controls to-day is her own by right 
of he? own labours and her own sacrifices. 
Her sons and daughters will have followed 
the proceedings at this year’s General 
Synod with thankful and hepeful hearts. 
They have suffered more than the members 
of any other community in Ireland from 
the recent disorders because, for a variety 
of reasons, they were exposed peculiarly 
te the greed and violence of lawless men. 
Some of them have been forced into exile; 
others have been brought near to beggary. 
Nevertheless, the Church has continued to 
thrive. 
her spiritual efforts, and to-day she faces 
the fuinre, not, indeed, without anxiety, 
but ¢almly eonfident of her capacity for 
service to the new Ireland. 


There has heen no slackening of 


Of course, political revolution has 
confronted the Church of Ireland with 
& erowd of material One 
financial danger she has shared with 
many ether religions and charitable 
institutions in this country. Hitherto all 
such institutions in the two islands have 
enjoyed a total exemption from British 
income tax. In the ordinary course that 
exemption would have ceased to exist six 
weeks ago in the Free State, and, since 
a very large part of the Church of Ire- 
land's income is derived from securities 
registered in Great Britain, she would have 
received a heavy blow. For the present 
this calamity has been averted not only 
from the Church of Ireland, but from a 
number of public bodies in the Free State. 
In response to. appeals from these 
threatened bodies the British Government 
has provided in its new Finance Bill that 
this Irish exemption shall be continued 
during the current year. Jt is only a 
breathing space, however, and every effort 
must be made to secure for the Free State's 
Churches and charitable institutions a per- 
manent exemption from the British income 
tax. They have an excellent case; for, as 
Mr. Maconchy pointed out yesterday, their 
past investments in British securities were, 
in fact, compulsory, having been made ata 
time when virtually no other course was 
epen to trustees in Ireland. Britain's 
generous dealings with this country since 
the Treaty was signed encourage the hope 
that she will renounce altogether her legal 
right to exact tribute from religion and 
charity in the Free State. 

In committee on the Irish Finance Bill 
yesterday Dail Eireann accepted a new 
section which ratifies the British Govern- 
ment’s concession to Irish Churches and 
charities. Their immunity from income 
tax is complete, therefore, until the 
end of next March. Mr. Duggan, in 
moving the new section, said that the 
fear s grace would enable the Irish bodies 
“to make other arrangements concerning 
their investments.”* If the British Govern- 
ment gives thom permanent exemption in 
regard to existing investments, it is hardly 
eredible that a native Government would 
eare to fall below that standard of 
generosity. Future investments will be 
in a different case. They will not enjoy 
the benefit of exemption from British 
income tex, and the attitude of the Free 
State Gevernment te future investments 
in Free State securities by Irish religious 
end charitable bedies remains unknown. 
Our hope is that, subject to the 
vital” needs of the Saorstat, these 
bodies will be encouraged by every 
possible concession to invest their money

of such funds for public purposes would 
give a great stimulus to the national 
| welfare even if the State should not draw 
a single penny of income tax from them. 
We may suggest at least one reason for 
considerate treatment of the Church of 
Ireland by an Irish Government. The 
Church is now, and has been for more 
than half a century, a school of good 
citizenship. Its attitude to Cesar is deter- 
mined not by the promptings of passion or 
interest, but by the inflexible precepts of 
the moral law. 


The German Mark. 


One of the most obvious results of the 
rejection of Germany's recent offer by the 
Allies is the sudden fall in the value 
of the mark. Less than a year ago it 
stood at the rate of 2,000 to thé pound. 
To-day it is quoted at 216,000. Immediately 
after receipt of the news that France had 
decided to reject the German Govern- 
ment’s offer investors and speculators 
began to unload their holdings ol paper 
money on the market. All sorts of stocks 
and shares were bought at any price, anil 
for almost a week there was frenzied 
activity on the Berlin Bourse. 
has come, and the German people are 
beginning to take stock of the situation. 
Undoubtedly, it is very serious. The 
sudden flooding of the market with 
German currency has reduced the value 
of the mark almost. by 100 per cent., and 
there is no reason to donbt that the down- 
ward process will continue almost in- 
definitely unless the Government should 
decide to intervene, as it intervened at the 
time of the last acute crisis. In the mean- 
while all the portents. of another orgy 
of inflation are forthcoming. In nearly 
all the big centres there is a marked 
shortage of currency, and, of course, prices 
are being raised all round. Rents will 
be increased again on June Ist, when rail- 
way fares also will be raised by 100 per 
cent. Foodstuffs are becoming dearer 
every day; dealers are withholding sup- 
plies of fats from the market, with the 
result that. the price of margarine had 
doubled itself within the last week, while 


' butter has disappeared altogether from all 


but the wealthiest tables. As a natural 
corollary to this rise in prices, demands 
for higher wages are being made on every 
hand. The dock Jabourers at Hamburg 
have struck work for more money, as they 
declare that they cannot possibly live at 
their old rates of pay. Government 
officials also are insisting on increased re- 
muneration, and the Government, in order 
to avoid the appearance of, a precedent, 
have acceded to their demands by granting 
them bonuses and various kinds of allow- 
ances. Once this inflating movement has 
started its progress is likely to be rapid and 
continuous. Every rise in prices brings a 
new demand by the workers, and every 
demand by the workers causes an instant 
rise in prices. Thus the bad, old vicious 
circle begins to turn with disastrous 
results. There is a movement in Germany 
now to establish all wages and salaries on 
a dollar, or gold basis, and, if the Govern. 
ment consents to this suggestion, the mark 
will cease for all practical purposes to 
have any value at all, Anything would 
be preferable to the present condition of 
uncertainty, which is killing trade. The 
collapse of the mark is only a symptom of 
the general demoralisation of continenta] 
economy. The. currencies of Russia, 
Poland, Austria, Germany and Hungary 
ate.almost worthless. In the light of this 
fact all the grandiloquent talk about 
European reconstruction and the rest of it 
seems to be futile.

Fiscal] Policy. 


A meeting of Irish manufacturers will 
be held today under the auspices of the 
Dublin Industria] Development Associa- 
tion, Its purpose is “to co-ordinate and 
organise the opinions of Irish manu- 
facturers on a trade and fiscal policy that 
will be of advantage to the country as a 
whole.” Nothing is more desirable than 
that the Irish manufacturers should come 
to a united and very definite decision as 
to the fiscal policy which they wish 
the Government to adopt, so leng as 
it is understood that the policy has 
reference primarily to their own interests. 
It is the business of the manufacturers 
to promote their own interests. If the 
general interest happens to coincide, 
so much the better; but in any 
case it is the business of the manu- 
facturers to look after themselves. Labour 
can be trusted to advance in every pos- 
sible way a fiscal poliey beneficial to its 
own order. ‘The consumer who is not also 
a producer will “do his bit,” hopelessly 
small as it may be, to protect his pocket. 
Neither of these classes will profess te 
have the good of the manufacturers er of 
each other at heart. 1 is for the Govern- 
ment, and for the Government alone, to 
discover the fiscal policy which is for the 
best interests of the community as a 
whole. It has not come into power on any 
particular fiscal issue. Therefore, it can 
be guided purely by economic considera- 
tions, without reference tf the activities cf 
its supporters or to the possible effect of 
its decisions on the forthcoming elections. 
The Government, however, is no galaxy of 
financial experts. The united voice of the 
manufacturers will be of the greatest 
assistanes to its members in their delibera- 
tions; but there must be no sugges- 
tion that it is necessarily the voice of the 
people, 


King Henry’s Pie. 

There are some reputedly small things 
with which the werld, if the truth were 
known, would be less ready to part than 
with others that are counted of far greater 
importance. Of these significant trifles 
one is the ee] and another is pie. Both 
have had their historic mements, and it 
is something to know that eel-pie 
has attracted the attention of kings 
in. days when the attention of kings 
meant a great deal more than it means 
now. As the authentic story runs, one 
Mistress Mayo achieved so much fame 
some four hundred years ago as a maker 
of ee] pies that the island on the Thames 
at Twickenham where she resided came 
to be called Eel Pie Island—a name that 
it beats to this day. It so happened that 
word of the excellence of these pies 
reached the ears of that hearty trencher- 
man, King Henry VIII., and he caused 
one of the pies to be brought to Hampton 
Court. In the following year, being again 
at Hampton Court, he ordered that the 
first pie of the season should be bronght 
to him, and from that time until about a 
hundred years ago the ceremony of 
“Landing the Pie’’ was performed annu- 
ally. The senior waterman of Twicken- 
ham had the privilege of bearing the pie. 
Documentary evidence ef the erigin ef the 
custom has been discovered, and to-morrow 
Ernest Barry, the world’s ehampion 
sculler, will bear the pie ashere after it 
has been rowed round the island by the 
watermen in their livery. It is a pleasant 
custom, and our only regret is that we 
are not told what became of the buxom 


pie-maker with the Irish name,

MUSICAL MATINEE. 


A NEW SINGER. 


At the concert in aid of the Coombe Hospi- 
tal at the Abbey Theatre yesterday a high 
level was maintained throughout the pro- 
gramme. The singers were Miss Kathleen 
Maureen and Mr. Percy Whitehead, both 
artists in song interpretation. Miss Maureen, 
who is new to us, made a good impression. 
She sang three groups of songs with nuances 
of shading and expression made possible by 
the warmth and colour of her voice and her 
ease in using it. She was at her best in 
“ Still wie die Nacht’’ (‘‘Mattinata’’) and “ 
know where I’m goin’”’ which showed a true 
sense of music values and considerable grace 
in phrasing. Delightfully sympathetic as were 
Miss Maureen’s accompaniments, one felt that 
the ‘‘ Habanera’”’ (‘‘Carmen’’) would have 
been better sung if the artist had been stand- 
ing. The treatment of a ‘‘Coon’’ encore was 
much above the value of the song—the 
warmth behind the piantssimo very telling. 

Mr. Whitehead’s singing is always so ac- 
ceptable that it is almost enough to mention 
the songs he sang. It is a musical treat to 
hear “ Eriskay love lilt’’ as he sings it, and 
his rendering of traditional airs is excellent. 
His diction in the hurried Ines of '“I know my 
love’ and “ The Cats of Kilkenny’’; the ten- 
derness of “As ever I saw’’; the imaginative 
description to “ Bluebells in the Clearings, 
were noteworthy in his singing yesterday. 

Miss Rhoda Coghill played several piano 
solos with keen analysis and sympathy. Her 
Chopin “ Scherzo in B minor ” was cleverly 

hrased, with a brilliant finale. The steady 
eft hand to the round tone of the treble in 
“ Refrain de Berceau’’ made a charming 
study. Debussy, in the gay ‘‘Minstrels,’ was 
apt in suggestion where ‘‘Danse Négre” 
(Cyril Scott) hardly succeeded, though in parts 
the quaint tempo rang true. Miss Coghill re- 
minded one of her success at the Feis Ceoil 
in many fine accompaniments, notably to the 
violin—Mr. Arthur Darley. In the “Trish 
Fantasy’’ Mr. Darley passed from grave to 
gay and vice versa in true traditional] manner 
and with fine clear tone. ‘‘ Traumerie”’ was 
beautifully given, and even the inevitable 
“Variations on a theme by Corelli’’ went with 
freshness and virility with his bowing.

RAILWAY GROUPING. 

TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sia,—With the amalgamation of the Great 
Southern and Western Kailway and the Mid- 
land Great Western Railway one danger has 
been averted. Another—hardly less formid- 
able—remains. If the Dublin and South- 
Eastern Railway is to be grouped with the 
Southern and Midland combination we shall 
have seen the end of railway competition of 
any kind in the Free State. The resulting 
monopoly would probably prove disastrous to 
the country generally. it would certainly be 
a deadly blow to the Port of Dublin, Already 
much traffic is diverted from Dublin to Water- 
ford, owing to the special working agreement 
between the Great Southern and Western 
Railway and the Great Western of England. 
The Great Southern and Western Railway, 
if it succeeded in acquiring the Dublin and 
Southern-Kastern Soe: emg would completely 
dominate the proposed Southern Ao, an 
Dublin would find itself privileged to bandle 
only such traffic as could not be controlled 
by the English Great Western interests. 
“Furtnermore, the chance would have passed 
to secure Dublin as the headquarters of the 
Great Northern Railway system. Dublin is 
now little more than the Southern terminas 
of the Great Northern Railway. Were the 
Dublin and South-Eastern Railway amalga- 
mated with the Great Northern Railway (with 
existing running powers from Waterford to 
Cork and Limerick), the amalgamated head- 
quarters would necessarily remain in. Dublin, 
and competition—the only real safeguard of 
public intereste—would be secured for —_ 
areas of the Sonth. The belief. that the 
Cireachtas will refuse its sanction to “ pro- 
visional’’ agreements which threaten public 
welfare creates an utterly false sense of 
security. Now is the moment for public 
opinion to assert itself.—Yours, etc.,

SYNOD NOTES. 


After two davs of strenuous labour, it was 
a welcome relief to the members of the 
General Synod when the third days pro- 
gramme was brought to completion yesterday 
at the early hour of 3.30. At the outset 
Canon Lockett Ford, by permission of the 
Synod, called attention to the necessity for 
altering what are known as the State 
Pravers to suit the new order of things, and 
moved that the archbishops and bishops be 
asked to make the necessary alterations and 
adaptations. The Church must continne to 
“ honour the King " and to remember him in 
their devotions, while at the same time they 
will desire to pray for the success of the 
Governments of both sections of the land, 
Canon Ford’s motion was adopted,

Thursday is the day when the report of the 
Church Representative Body must be pre- 
sented and the financial affairs of the Charch 
are discussed in all their bearings. Mr. 
Maconchy presented and explained the report 
with his usual clearness. He was optimistic— 
no easy matter in these times—but un- 
doubtedly his facts and figures, and more 
especially his comparison of the provision 
made for the payment of the clergy in 1908 
with that for 1922, went far to justify a hope- 
ful outlook. The bonuses and augmentations 
given to the elergy in recent years, though 
very far from reaching the grants given to 
civil servants, were nevertheless a most valu- 
able boon. Mr. Maconchy explained that, of 
necessity, the principle of “cuts,” ending in 
gradual disappearance of such grants, must 
be applied to the clergy as well as to other 
people. This year the Representative Body 
decided to reduce the grant from the balance 
of the allocation account from £15,000 to 
£12,500. To this reasonable reduction the 
Synod cheerfully agreed. 
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A somewhat lively discussion arose on the 
question of the manner of distribution . of 
bonus. The Church Body allocated a specific 
sum to every diocese to be distributed by 
the Diocesan Council, the amount allotted 
being in the inverse ratio of the stipends pro- 
vided for the clergy. Mr. Palmer and Mr. 
Williams, ‘of Cork, protested strongly against 
this principle as an unfair penalising of 
dioceses such as Cork, where, owing to the 
energy and liberality of the people, the 
stipends of the clergy had been 
raised to a very respectable level 
Mr. King Irwin pointed out that, as the one 
object of the bonus was to augment the 
stipends of the poorer clergy and not to pay 
a compliment to the financial management 
of any diocese, the principle of the proposed 
echeme was the fairest possible. The Synod 
was entirely convinced by Mr. Irwin’s state- 
ment, but it gave a patient hearing to Mr. 
George Knight, who set forth the claims of 
the Diocese of Clogher, with its large church 
population, consieting mainly of poor people. 
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The reports of the Temperance Society. 
Committee of Missions, Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Board, and Board of Education were dis- 
cussed and adopted. The discussion on tem- 
perance was distinctly lively, and Canon 
Gibson criticised severely the large expendi- 
ture and scanty return in the way of effective 
work. The Archdeacon of Armagh defended 
the society, and the Rev. M. B. Hogg brought 
forward his resolution that the Synod should 
appeal to the Governmente to use all efforts 
to put a stop to illicit distillation. The 
resolution was adopted. 
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Canon Kingsmill Moore. presenting the 
report of the Board of Education, dwelt on 
the great danger to the agurch of the present 
disastrous shortege of candidates for the 
teaching profession. Notwithstanding the 
fact that old grievances have been removed 
and teachers are now well paid, and get 
university status in the training colleges, the 
supply of candidates for training shows no 
sign of improvement, Canon Moore explained 
what had been done in some Southern 
dioceses to provide scholarships, or other help, 
for young people between the ages of fourteen 
and eighteen, when they are qualified to 
compete for King’s Scholarships in the train- 
ing colleges. 


ARMY UNIFORMS. 


IRISH WOOLLEN MILEERS’ 


PROPOSALS. 


A conference has taken place between repre- 
sentatives of the Irish Woollen Manufacturing 
Association and of the Irish Government s 
Contracts Committee on the question - of 
Government contracts for Army and other 
uniforms. 

The manufacturers’ case was put by Mr. J. 
Hill, Lucan, who pointed out how the Irish 
mills were handicapped in competing with 
English manufacturers. The standard cloth 
specified could not be made from the general 
run of Irish-grown wool. The warp in the 
specified serge could not. be made in any Irish 
mill at present and had to be purchased in 
England, and the English spinners had 
recently increased the price of this yarn by 
5 per cent. Mr. Hill urged that if the cloth 
was to be a permanent standard the Govern- 
ment should encourage Irish mills to manu- 
facture this yarn and supply it at a reasonable 
price to manufacturers, which would be the 
nucleus of a new industry. 

A saggestion was also made for a joint com- 
An caine a the — of production of 
rish mills, and secure a permanent basis 
for all future costing and prices. 

After full consideration, it was agreed to 
withhold further contracts to English manu- 
facturers until Irish mills had an opportunity 
of submitting cloth to an Irish specification 
and more suitable for Irish mills to manufac- 
ture.

MOLYHEAD SCENES. 


ILL-TREATMENT IN PRISON 
ALLEGED. 


From Our Own Corresponrpenr. 
HOLYHEAD, Thursday. 

At nine o'clock this morning the steamer 
Ladv Carlow arrivea in the mner barbour 
here, baving on board 90 deportees from Ire- 
‘and—-77 men and 13 women, As escort they 
had 56 Free State military. 

Upon arrival the steamer was boarded by 
Scotland Yard detectives, who held a 
consultation with the officer in command of | 
ihe escort. 

Later I was informed that the deportees 
would be released after the necessary formali- 
ties had been gone through, and arrangements 
had been made to send them forward on the 
mail train’ to their respective destinations. 

Captain Rogers, commanding the Lady Car- 
low, told mo that, the deportees were a well- 
hebaved crowd and gave no trouble of any 
kind. They were a happy, jovial lot, he said, 
and passed the time singing Imsh songs and 
ditties, 

As the Lade Carlow came alongside, a num- 
her of the women deportees shouted, ' Are 
downhearted’’’ There was a loud 
response of “ No,” followed by laughter, aud 
some more singing. 

Their arrival at Holvhead was totally un- 
expected, as they were not expected to arrive 
until to-night, 

Scenes of great avimation prevailed at the 
station as the deportees were released in 

after they had been supplied with 
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It bad been rumoured that some of the de- 
portees would be re-arrested here, but such 
aid not prove to be the case. 

The deportees declared that they were much 
dissatished with their treatment during their 
period of internment, and several stated that 
a good deal would be heard of the matter :n 
ibe near tuture. 

Mr. George Clancy, a motor haulage con- 
tractor, living at Gorton, Manchester, said :— 

'I was arrested in Manchester on the evening 
of March 10th. No charge was made against 
me, the police declaring that they had none 
io make. They simply said that I was to be 
deported to Ireland. There were eight of us 
from Manchester altogether. We were taken 
to the Town Hall, and were chained together, 
though we emphatically and vigorously pro- 
tested. 

“It was a bitterly cold night, and we were 
[ iced in a prion-van and conveyed 
w read to Liverpool. When we arrived 
at Mountjoy Prison, I! found “that the 
piace was in a very bad condition, and 
the soldiers were very insolent. The 
frst thing which struck me was the awful 
smell of gas. AJl the gas fittings seemed to 
he leaking; the food was very bad, indeed ; 
and the place generally was horribly dirty. 
There were no tables ir the cells, and we had 
tc eat our food onthe floor for three weeks. 

‘There were no stools even, and none were 
provided for our use throughout the time we 
were kept in prison. We had to sleep on 
dirty mattresses on the floor. We were sup- 
plied with three blankets each, but no pillows 
till we protested, and then only a few of us 
were provided with them; even our letters 
were tampered with, and on one occasion I 
went to the Deputy-Governor, and despite my 
protestations, he blankly refused to permit me 
despatch a prepaid telegram to my wife, 

was conducting my affairs in my absence 

although the telegram was only of a 
business nature, 

" Searcely a night passed but after we had 
retired shots were fired by the sentries up the 
Prison wings." 


INDEMNITY BILL. 
MEASURE OF ONE CLAUSE. 


The text of the Indemnity Bill was issued 
resterday afternoon. The measure is entitled 
‘Restoration of Order in Ireland (Indemnity) 
Act, 1023,” and is described as a “bill to 
Mh poe the mero ning and ag Nn 
egal proceedin a respect of action taken 
under the Restoration of Order in Ireland 
Regulations.” | 

he operative clause reads—‘* No action or 
other legal whatsoever, whether 
civil or criminal, shall be instituted in any 


court of law any he for, or on 
account of, or in respect of the issue before 
of any Order purport- 


Order in Ireland Act, 1920; or for, or on ac- 
count of, or in respect of, any act done for 
the purpose of carrying any such order into 
effect, or done in purported exercise of any 
powers under the paid regulations. And if 
any such proceeding has been inetituted, 
whether before or after the passing of/ this 
Act, it shall be discharged and made void.’’ 


LIBERAL AMENDMENT, 

The amendment to the second reading of 
the Indemnity Bill, of which Mr. Foot and 
the Independent Liberals have given notice, 
is in the following terms :— 

“ That this House declines to proceed with 
a bill which leaves in the hands of the 
Executive power of arrest and imprisonment 
without trial, which power they have abused, 
and which, while indemnifying offences 
against the law, makes.no provision for com- 
pensation to innocent victims of their illegal 
action.” 

LABOUR AMENDMENT. 

The following amendment has been handed 
in in the names of Mr. A. Greenwood, Mr. 
Muir,-Mr. Buchanan, and Mr. Lansbury :— 

‘That, in view of the careless administra- 
tion of His Majesty's Secretary of State in 
invoking a regulation which was obviously im- 
practicable, and of his failure to carry out the 
duty of his high office to preserve the trad! 
tional libertv of the subiect, this House 
declines to proceed with a bill which, by seek- 
ing to indemnify the Home Secretary and 
other responsible persons. condones an illegal 
act of the utmost gravity." 


Mh. O’BRIEN TO APPEAL 
TO-DAY. 

An application was made to Mr. Justice 
Branson. sitting in Chambers in the High 
Court, London, yesterday morning, by Mr. 
Eustace Fulton on behalf of Mr. Art O’Brien, 
who is charged with seditious conspiracy, for 
bail, the magistrate having refused to grant it. 
His Lordship, after hearing Mr. Fulton on 
the facts, refused the application.

TWO ACTIONS. 
MR. O'BRIEN SUES THE HOME 
SECRETARY. 


In the House of Commons vesterday, Mr. 
Bridgeman, in reply to Mr. A. Greenwood, 
who asked whether he proposed to grant com- 
pensation ta Thomas McGlynn. who had now 
been released without. any charge having been 
preferred against him, said that the Govern- 
ment were carefully considering the question 
oi compensstion. 

Sir Kingsley Wood asked the Attorney- 
General whether the Law Officers of the Crown 
were consulted about the recent action of the 
Government in relation to the Irish deporta- 
tions, and, if so, whether he could arrange for 
the terms of such opinion to be communicated 
to members of the House. > 

Sir Douglas Hogg—My right hon. friend, 
the Home Secretary, consulted me on this 
matter. I understand’ that it is a long-estab- 
lished rule of the House that the opinions of 
the Law Officers of the Crown are absolutely 
confidential, and that no Minister or Law 
Officer may be interrogated about it. I have 
less hesitation in referring to that rule, be- 
cause I think that anybody who listened to 
the debate on this case cannot have any 
donbt as to what my opinion was. ; 

Captain Wedgwood Benn—Do I understand 
that the Government are instituting an in- 
quity into the desirability of retaining some 
powers of arrest Is it intended to proceed 
with the Indemnity Bill before the aunounce- 
ment of the result of that inquiry has been 
made ¢ : 

Mr. Baldwin—Certainly, it is intended to 
proceed with the bill as it is down on the 
paper. It must be obvious to everyone in 
this Honse that the legal position is rendered 
exceedingly doubtful at this moment, apart 
from the point upon which the Court of Ap- 
peal gave its decision, and a very careful 
inquiry will have to be made as to the exist- 
lug position under the statute. 

Sir Kingsley Wood—When the Indemnity 
Bill is introduced after Whitsuntide will the 
right, hon. gentleman make a statement as to 
the intention of the Government in relation 
to the whole matter’ 

Mr. Baldwin—If it is possible I should like 
to do so. 

Mr. Bridgeman, answering Sir Kingsley 
Wood, said that proceedings were bein; 
brought in the Court of King’s Bench by Mr. 
Art O'Brien and, Mr. Arthar Fitzgerald 
“Hara. Mr. O'Brien's action was for 
damages for false imprisonment, a declaration 
as to the penalties and disabilities imposed by 
the statute of Richard II. and an Act passed 
'n the reign of Charles II. Mr. O'Hara's 
action was for damages for illegal arrest and 
false imprisonment and treble costs. 

Sir John Butcher—Is it not a fact that no 
proceedings have heen taken under the Act 
of Richard TI., commonly called the Statute 
of Premunire for manv hundreds of years, 


‘and that it has been stated in the Summary 


of the Laws of England that that Act is en- 
tirely obsolete ’ 

Subsequently Mr. Baldwin presented “a 
bill to prohibit the institution and prosecv- 
tion of legal proceedings in respect of action 
taken under the Restoration of Order in Ire- 
land Regulations."’

REPARATIONS. 


BREAKDOWN OF DIRECT 
NEGOTIATIONS, 


——— ” 
PROBLEM REFERRED TO 
THE ALLIES. 


LAUSANNE, Thursday. 

Discussions between M.. Venizelos and 
Ismet Pasha on the subject of Turkey's de- 
mand for reparations from Greece have broken 
down, owing to the uncompromising attitude 
of the Angora Government. The failare cf 
the direct negotiations between the Greeks 
and the Turks was due to a despatch from 
Angora, jnsisting upon the Turkish claim for 
reparations {from Gn ece, and rejecting the 
Greek counter-claim for compensation for the 
refugees. Ismet Pasha and M. Venizelos 
agreed to refer the controversy to the Finan- 
cial Committee of ‘the Conference. Both M. 
Venizelos and M. Alexandris, the Greek 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, assured General 
Pelle that Greece would not send an ultima- 
tum to Turkey.—(Reuter.) ' 


MUTUAL REGRETS. 


NO HINT OF BITTERNESS. 

The Press Association's Special Corre- 
spondent at, Lausanne telegraphed last, night: 
The discussion between M. Venizelos and 
Ismet Pasha this afternoon lasted a full hoar, 
but its only result was a mutual agreement 
to bring the question of reparations before 
the Conference, which will be done probably 
next week. 

Both sides continue to stick to their re- 
spective points of view, Ismet maintaining his 
demand for reparations, and M. Venizelos 
emphasising what he described as the absolute 
impossibility of Greece.paying, though she is 
willing, perhaps, to -give the Turks some 
moral satisfaction: In anv case, the feeling 
in Allied circles is that. this difference be- 
tween Greece ana Turkey is not going to 
hinder the conclusion of peace. 

After his interview with Ismet Pasha, M. 
Venizelos called upon General Pelle, and 
acquainted the latter with the result of the 
conversation. M. Venizelos will, doubtless, 
see Sir Horace Rumbold and Signor Montagne 
as well, 

The fina] interview between Ismet Pasha 
and M. Venizelos before the rupture was ex- 
tremely cordial. Both delegates are under- 
stood to have expressed regret that their re- 
spective Governments were insisting upon 
their points of view. They recognise fully 
that the only means of continuing the negotia- 
tions was to bring the matter before the 
Peace Conference. 

On being informed of the breakdown of the 
Turco-Greek negotiations General Pelle called 
upon” Sir Horace Rumbold and Signor 
Montagna to discuss with them the course to 
be followed, and the date upon which the 
Finance Committee will be able to investigate 
the Turco-Greek dispute. 

It should be understood that the Greek and 
the Turkish decision to refer their differences 
to the Finance Committee does not by any 
means imply that they are prepared to accede 
in advance to the resolutions, even though 
unanimous, of that Committee. 


ANATOLIAN RAILWAYS. 


BRITISH SYNDICATE SECURES 
CONTROL. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LAUSANNE, Thursday. 

The British capture of the Anatolian Rail- 

way is the biggest business “ deal ” that has 
been made in connection with the Lausanne 
Conference. The syndicate, headed by Baron 
Schroder and Rothschild’s and Lloyd's Banks, 
will immediately advance twenty-five million 
dollars to start the re-building of the lines, 
under the agreement which has’ been signed 
with the Swiss Holding Company, the Bank 
Des Chemins de fer Orientanx, at Zurich. 
Dr. Franz Guenther, of Dresden, manager 
of the Anatolia Raflway for more than twenty 
years, described the arrangement to me 
to-day as “a community of interests ” be- 
tween the British group and the Zurich Bank, 
as a member of the Governing Council of 
the Zurich Bank has been in Lausanne looking 
after its interests, and closely collaborating 
with Ismet Pasa. 

The syndicate must not only supply the 
capital to rebuild a great part of the 900 
miles of the Anatolia Railway destroyed in 
the Greek retreat, but also must build more 
than 1,200 miles ot new lines required by its 
original concession, notably the Berlin to 
Bagdad line. 

The total investment will be much more 
than. twenty-five million dollars. In British 
circles the Chester concession is characterised 
as a fanciful dream in comparison with the 
acquisition of the British syndicate. 


LATE M. VOROVSRY. 
LYING-IN-STATE IN BERLIN. 


BERLIN, Wednesday. 
The coffin containing the body of M. 
Vorovsky, the Russian Envoy, who was mur- 
dered at Lausanne, was conveyed to the 
Soviet Embassy from the station, escorted by 
a procession of two thousand German Com- 
munists, many of whom carried wreaths.

BRUSSELS, Thursday. 
The stoppage of the train serviée between 
Antwerp and Brussels has caused much in- 
convenience to travellers, and many were un- 
able to reach their homes last night. Taxi 
drivers made good use of the opportunity, 
and carried {ull loads of passengers between 
the two cities at a fare of from 30 to 40 
francs. To-day motor car and motor coach 
services have been improvised between the 
Datch frontier and Belgium, and air services 
between Belgium and Holland are agumented. 
With the stoppage of goods and passenger 

trains complete at Antwerp, the traffic and 
commercial activity of that busy city have 
been almost suspended, so that the dock 
workers have not found it necessary to carry 
out their threat to cease work. There is 
little for them to do. 
The railway administration has encceeded 
in running one or two trains this afternoon,

NEW BILL. 


COMMITTEE STAGE 
PASSED. 


-- 


In Committee a new clause was added to 
the Edacation Bill in the Northern Parlia- 
ment yesterday, providing for the transfer 
of powers to the Ministry of Education as 
to reformatory and industria) schools. 

Sir Dawson Bates, Minister of Home Affairs, 
said ‘that the object of the clause was to 
transfer powers which were at present exer- 
cised by the Home Affairs Office in regard 
to these institutions, to the Ministry of 
Education. 

A new clause to bring under the bill all 
matters which would require Parliamentary 
sanction for grants in aid of education was 
also adopted. 

A new clause proposed by Mr. Miller, pro- 
viding for the insurance of teachers and’ chil- 
dren against accidents, for which the manager 
or committees of management would be liable 
to pay compensation, was withdrawn, Mr. 
Mcheown, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister of Education, stating that the Go- 
vernment took it that each of the educational 
authorities would protect themselves against 
such risks. It was not desirable that managers 
of voluntary schools should be retieved of 
their proper liability... The Government ac- 
cepted liability for teachers and children of 
public-owned schools, but not in the case of 
voluntary schools. 

FOSTERING PATRIOTISM. 

A new clause was proposed by Dr..Morrison 
jroviding that the Ministry of Education 
should prepare a book on civics to foster 
patriotism, and should bear the cost of pro- 
viding Union Jacks and flag poles for use in 
the schools on Empire Day and on public 
holidays. 

The Chairman said that as this clause 
proposed to create a new charge, the sanction 
of the Ministry was necessary before it 
could be moved. 

Dr. Morrison replied that he had not re- 
ceived the sanction of the Ministry, and now 
asked for it. 

There was no response from the Ministerial 
benches, and 

The Chairman held that, as the Ministry 
had not given any intimation of approval, the 
new clause fell to the ground. : 

Mr. Grant moved an amendment to the 
effect that where powers and duties were 
transferred under the Act to an education 
authority from a council or committee, school 
attendance officers employed by such bodies 
should be transferred to the service of the 
education authority. 

Mr. McKeown replied that the Ministry 
could not accept the amendment. Owing to 
special circumstances, it was not advisable to 
make transfers obligatory upon an educational 
authority. . The clause provided that such 
officers might be transferred. i 

Mr. Grant presed íor some 
which would reassure these officers. 

Lord Londonderry promised that the matter 
would be reconsidered before the report stage. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Mr. McKeown stated that it was not the 
intention to extend the Superannuation Acts 
to part-time officers. 

' REGIONAL COMMITTEES. I 

Professor Johnstone proposed an amend- 
ment providing that one-third of the mem- 
bers ofa regional committee should retire 
each year; and that the positions should be 
filled by a new election. It was, he said, 
quite possible for a regional committee to 
carry out a line of policy of which the public 
disapproved, and it might be eighteen months 
or two years before the public could register 
that disapproval. An annual election for 
one-third of the membership would keep the 
public in touch with the committees. 

Lord Londonderry, Minister of Education, 
said that he did not feel disposed to accept 
the amendment at the moment, vut it was 
certainly a matter for consideration. Annual) 
election would involve considerable expendi- 
ture upon the localities, but it Bo on be 
possible to make some adjustment which 
would enable the members of the committees 
to be kept in touch with those that they re- 
presented. 

FINANCIAL CONTROL. 

Mr. McKeown moved an amendment ensur- 
ing the financial control of county boroughs 
over borough education committees, and also 
providing that sub-committees of educational 
committees might be appointed as technical 
instruction committees. This wovld meet 
the case of Belfast, and enable the present 
Technical Committee to be continued. with 
the various co-opted members representing 
important ‘interests for technical education. 

Professor Johnstone said that he considered 
the system was being made too cumbersome. 
Recommendations for appointments and other 
matters would first have to come before the 


statement 


the Education Committee, and finally had 
to be approved hy the Belfast Corporation. 
He suggested that the Technical Committee 
Corporation. , 

Mr. McKeown pointed out thet the im- 
ortant function of the Education Committee 
in Belfast would be to control and co-ordinate 
primary and technical education, and this 
could not be attained if the Technical Com- 
mittee was not under the control of thy 
Education Committee. 

The amendment was adopted. 

SCHOOL ATTENDS COMMITTEES, 

Dr. Morrison suggested that provision 
should “be made whereby members of School 
Aitendance Committees might be retired if 
they did not attend and discharge their 
duties, and Mr, Lynn supported this sugges- 
tion. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
undertook to take the matter into considera- 

' - 


tion. 

The bill then passed through Committee, 
and the report stage will be taken on Monday, 
28th inst. 

Mr. Pollock, rplying to questions said that, 
according to the latest returns, the number of 
traders in Northern lreland fo whom the de- 
scription of spirit grocer would apply was 410, 
as follows :—-County Borough of Belfast, 319; 
County Borough of Londonderry, 7; County

LONDON, Thursday. 

The expected interview between the 
Marquis Curzon and M. Krassin took place 
in the. Foreign Secretary's room at the 
Foreign Office this morning. Among those 
present were Mr. Ronald McNeil, Sir Eyre 
Crowe, and Mr. J. D. Gregory. A pledge of 
secrecy regarding the conversation, which 
jasted over two hours, was taken by both 
parties, with the result that official informa- 
tion on the. subject was unobtainable. , 

There is, however, reason for believin 
that the meeting was as satisfactory as coul 
have been expected under the circumstances. 
That does not mean that the situation has 
materially changed for the better, but that it 
has not materially changed for the werse. 

As things stand now, the decision rests with 
Moscow. While there are certain points, 
such as the three-mile limit, on which dis- 
cussion may reasonably be continued, there 
is not the smallest prospect that, in the 
matter of propaganda, Lord Curzon will be 
content with anything less than the most 
unequivocal pledge by the Soviet Govern- 
ment. If the Russians desire to kéep the 
trade agreement in being tliey had better be 
under no illusions on that. 

Lerd Curzon went to Buckingham Palace 
last evening, and was received in audience by 
the King. The question of the Anglo-Russian 
relations ‘as, doubtless, among the matters 
discussed between His Majesty and the Foreign 
Secretary. Lord Curzon remained at the 
Palace about half an hour.

THE INDEMNITY BILL. 


RECTIFYING A MISTAKE.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


Doubtless the Indemnity Bill will be loudly 
and obstinately opposed, but we believe the 
general support of public opinion will insure 
its speedy enactment. That support is 
secured by the character of the measure. The 
Government have rightly and wisely decided 
to limit it to indemnity only, and not to 
complicate and extend it by provisions as. to 
the future powers of the Executive Ramours 
that they did intend so to widen it were re- 
ferred to in the House of Lords on Wednes- 
day. According to our Parliamentary Corre- 
spondent, they were well founded; certain 
Ministers decided to couple indemnity with 
the definition of Execntve powers. But had 
they attempted to include in an Indemnity 
Bill provisions affecting a matter so grave, so 
complicated and so delicate as the. general 
liberty of the subject, they would have 
certainly jeopardised, and possibly wrecked, 
the entire measure. 

Lord Grey of Fallodon reflected what. we 
believe to be the view of the intelligent 
public, when be promised to support a bill 
of indemnity “for this particular act,” 
meaning thereby the deportations already 
carried out, and when he limited this promise 
by the condition that “it is purely a bill of 
indemnity for this particular act,” and that 
it “does not prejudice the future.” Such 
a bill he, thought would go through, not 
merely by majorities, but “ with real good- 
will in recognition of the difficulties of the 
case,” The bill is manifestly intended to 
fulfil the condition—to be a bill of indemnity 
for these particular deportations and the 
acts incidental thereto, but for nothing more. 
It may perhaps be questioned whether certain 
words in the text are not capable of a wider 
interpretation. They will, of course, be care- 
fully scrutinised, and a few verbal amend- 
ments would remove all possible doubt. The 
unconstitutional and iliegal character of the 
actual deportations has now been finally 
-decided. The. mistake, in short, which the In- 
demnity Bill sets out to rectify was a mistake 
of procedure rather than of intention.

AN EIGHT DAYS’ JOURNEY. 


The Times Beirnt Correspondent writes :— 
The long-cherished idea of a quick land route 
from the Mediterranean to Baghdad and India 
has been brought within the region of prac- 
tical experience by the development of a 
motor car service established in Beirut soon 
after the armistice by a former New Zealand 
officer. For some time past an efficient ser- 
vice has been maintained between Beirut and 
Haifa, thanks to which the express overland 
mail from Egypt is now delivered in twenty- 
four hours under contract with the Egyptian 
and Palestine Governments. The extra post- 
age is trifling. The Beirut-Haifa service, 
however, was merely the first step towards a 
more ambitious scheme. The new route 
brings Baghdad within sixty hours’ land 
journey of the ~ Mediterranean. The 
trial trips were undertaken through 
Damascus, then across the Syrian 
desert to Ramadie, and on to Baghdad, 
a distance of 590 miles, with only ‘one stop 
half-way between Damascus and Ramadie at 
Rutba Wells, the only available water source 
throughout that stretch of desert. The first 
journey was done by Mr. Palmer, the British 
Consul at Damascus and Major McCallum, 
M:.C., /iaison officer with the Haut Com- 
meisaariat. 

Negotiations are proceeding with the Iraq 
Government for the transport oí mails to 
Haifa, with eventual connection at Port. Said 
with London-bound steamers. This will re- 
duce the time of transit for mails between 
London and Bagdad to eight days. .An exten- 
sion of the service is contemplated te Teheran, 
which will make it possible for the mails be- 
tween: Persia and London to be delivered 
within thirteen days.

TOBACCO GROWERS’ CLAIMS.

A feature of vesterday s discussions in the Dail was the vigorous manner in which 
Mr. Cosgrave condemned measures which, in effect, would mean the payment of 


subsidies to industries. 


He admitted that some of the existing Customs duttfes, particularly those im- 
posed as a result of the Safeguarding of Industries Act, might not meet the needs 
of the Free State, and said that in time the whole fiscal system would be reviewed. 
The Government's aim would be to found the country’s fiscal and industria] policies 


on a sound economic basis. 


A better spirit was needed in the country; people should not always look for 
subsidies and assistance. Recently some contracts came under his notice. One firm 
in the Free State demanded £3,625 for work which an English firm offered to do 


for £1,400. 


In another case the tenders of a Free State firm and a Belfast firm were 


£1,500 and £800 respectively. The Government would not be justified in imposing 
tariffs to enable firms like that to struggle along. 


Mr. Cosgrave spoke very plainly on the question of encouraging tobacco-growl

COMPENSATION. 

THE LONDON TRIBUNAL. 

The Speaker took the chair at 3.20. 

Mr. MecGolderick (Donegal) asked the 
Minister for Finance if his attention had been 
called to the agitation in London to rush the 
settlement of compensation claims in respect 
of the pre-Truce period on grossly exaggerated 
and one-sided representations, and the 
apparently sympathetic reception of the state- 
ments made; and whether there was any 
chance of this throwing on the Free State 
finances the burden of claims not similarly 
investigated on its side, even though profess- 
ing to have been investigated and passed by 
the British authorities. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that awards were not 
made in London in respect of property com- 
pensation claims relating to the -pre-Truce 
period, and any agitation that might go on 
there, as to which he bad no particular knoyw- 
ledge, could not affect the awards which were 
made. by the Compensation Commission sitting 
in Dublin. No burden could, therefore, be 
placed on Free State funds as the result of a 
merely ‘one-sided investigation. He had no 
official knowledge of how claims had been 
dealt with in Belfast. 


LAND GRABBING. 
MILITARY TAKE ACTION IN 


MAYO. 


In reply to Mr. Thomas J. O'Connell, who 
asked on whose authority cattle were removed 
from a farm at Ballyveel, Co. Mayo by armed 
military, 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Home Affairs, 
said that he had found on inquiry that four- 
teen head of cattle were removed by military 
from the lands of Mr. Martin Curren on the 
4th inst. His information on the matter was 
that for the past twelve months forcible pos- 
session of these lands had been taken by 
people in the district. Mr. Curran s cattle 
were driven off. his walls were knocked down, 
and the. lands were trespassed on with 
impunity. 

It was true that Civil Courts were function. 
ing in the district, but he regretted to say 
that forcible seizure and illegal occupation cf 
the lands had been carried on to such an 
extent in Mayo, as in many other counties, 
that he had been compelled to inform the 
military authorities that it constituted a pro- 
blem incapable of being adequately dealt with 
by an unarmed police force, or by legal 
processes. i | 

The alleged innocent trespassers in this case 
should have taken warning by the treatment 
meted out to the alleged innocent trespassers 
on the farm of Mr. T. Lewin and others in 
the neighbouring counties. The deputy would 
remember that this matter was very fully 
discussed some time ago. If he wished, he 
(Mr. O'Higgins) could show him reports and 
statistics which should satisfy him that the 
gravity and proportions of this evil were such 
as to place it outside the scope of civil bill 
procedure. 

Mr. O'Connell said that he understood 
there had been no dispute in the district. 
Could the Minister say what steps had been 
taken before the cattle were driven off by 
the military’ 

Mr. O’Higgins said that adequate pre- 
liminary inquiries were made. The farm 
had been trespassed cn for twelve months. 
The suggestion that the trespass was due to 
neglected fencing was unsound. Mr. Curran 
would have needed to stay up all night for 
twelve months past, with some hundreds oí 
agents, to adequately guard these lands. | 

“Mr. O’Shannon asked the Minister if civil 
proceedings would not have been preferable 
to the military action in the case of people 
who helieved that they were legally entitled 
to graze the lands 


Mr. O'Higgins ‘said that this matter could 


not be dealt with on the basis of allowing 
illegal occupation for several months to be 
rectified by the payment of a few shillings 
compensation. Property rights should be de- 
fended, and strong action should be taken 
to assert the rights of property. It was part 
of an organised campaign against the State. 
Officers had been specially appointed. by the 
Four Courts ‘‘ Executive ” to stir up the spirit 
of confiscation and wanton illegality. The 
matter had to be visualised from that point 
of view. 

To neglect to use the military to cure 
this evil would mean that the evil would not 
be cured at all. No action of this kind had 
been taken without very full inquiry before- 
hand, and without having had reports from 
the civil authorities of the district.

FILM CENSOR. 
THE BOARD OF APPEAL. 


On the motion of Mr. Cosgrave, a resolu- 
tion was passed authorising the payment 0!

of films, and of the Censorship of Films 
Board. '

Mr. Johnson raised a discussion on Section

But 
there was a great danger that purely as a 
business matter the industry would nave to 
be closed owing to the operation of these 
taxes. | 

Mr. R. Day said that the Ford industry, as 
it was, could hardly stand an extra tax of 
half a million, which the operation of the 
section would mean. Already 16 mach.nes 
had been removed within the last week from 
Cork to Manchester. 

Mr. Cosgrave pointed out that the section 
had nothing whatever to do with the subjects 
mentioned in the discussion. It only ap- 
plied to the tax on dried fruit. 

Mr. Nagle (Cork), moved as #n amendment 
to sub-section 1 of section ló to insert after 
‘‘ allowances” in line 4, the ~words, “and, 
subject also to a reduction of the duty of 
customs upon oe by us _ shillings and 
four pence per hundredweight. 

Mr. Ls (Westmeath and Longford) 
seconded the amendment. 

Mr. de Roiste (Cork) said that he was con- 
vinced that the duty on sugar was too high, 
and he thought that the Minister would be 
well advised to accede to a reduction. Any 
reduction would give a filip to the industries 
in the country where s#gar ‘was a raw 
material. | 

Mr. Sears (Mayo and Roscommon) said that, 
although he was in favour of a reduction on 
sucar, he would not ask the Minister to make 
anv change until be was able to-recast the 
entire svstem of taxation. 

The Minister for Local Government said 
that any reduction of the tax would not 
facilitate the industries mentioned by Deputy 
de Roiste, as jam coming into the country 
was taxed for its sugar content. 

Mr. Cosefave said that -the amount of 
revenue involved was £800,000, or, possibly, 
a million. That.was not money that they 
had to vive away. They had a very con- 
siderable sum to borrow to enable them to 
carry on business for the year,. and if the 
amendment were accepted, it would mean that 
next vear the people whom it was now sougbt 
fo relieve would have to be donbly taxed. 

The amendment was lost by 40 votes to 13. 

It was acreed that section 13 should stand 


part of the bill. 


TOBACCO-GROWING. 
QUESTION OF SUBSIDIES. 


\ir. O’Shannon (Louth-Meath) asked the 
Minister for Finance to make a statement 
regarding the position of the Dundalk Dis- 
Hillery, as, he said, there seemed to be some 
confusion about it: and also to make a state- 
ment regarding the position of. tobacco 
rrowers. 

He said that he was given to understand 
that the Ministry for Finance was prepared 
to increase the grant from £25 to per 
sere for tobacco growing, subject to the acre. 
sve being limited to sixty acres. That offer 
reamed to be peculiar in some respects. Be- 
love the present year there was more than that 
acreage given to the would-be growers for 
the Irish market. and the Ministry now 
seemed to want to limit the acreage. He was 
also informed that there was outstanding at 
present several thousands of pounds sterling 
ane to gcrowegs under the old conditions, and 
under. the new conditions the amount would 
not. be paid. | 

Tt was stated on behalf of the growers that 
ericinally a sum of £70,000 was decided upon 
hy the British Government to.be given. for 
the encouragement of tobacco growing in Ire- 
land. and there was a sum of £40,000 out- 
standing. transferred to the Saorstat, that 
was not available for these purposes. He 
asked the Minister for Finance to inform the 
on the matter. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis (County Dublin) said 
that the Minister for Finance had agreed that 
one of the difficulties in the Finance Act 
was that it took over a scheme of finance 
adopted for Engiand, and he mentioned the 
Safeguarding of Industries Act as an Act 
which might be referred to as the Safeguard- 
inc of British Industries Act. He suggested 
that. as move definite information was re- 
ceived in reference to taxes which yielded 
very litle revenue, a partial revision might 
be made, which, without serious loss of 
revenue, would assist industries and be of 
advantage to the people who were purchasing 
commodities and paying heavy taxes under 
the Safeguarding of Industries Act. 

Professor Thrift (Dublin University) said 
that he did not think that scientific instru- 
inents ought to be taxed, and he suggested 
to the Minister that, even for twelve months, 
it was hardly worth while to continue a tax 
which would not have the slightest effect in 
encouraging industry in the Saorstat. 

Mr. Joseph McBride suggested that the tax 
on malt whiskey should be reduced, the 
effect of which, he believed, would be to 
reduce considerably the consumption and man- 
facture of illicit spirit. 

Dr. White (Waterford) said that there 
should be discrimination in the matter of im- 
port duties. In ‘he County Waterford there 
was a cider factory, and he suggested that the 
tax on that struggling. industry. should be 
minimised or abolished altogether. 


PRESIDENT’S REPLY. 
- Mr. Cosgrave said thai a distillery in Derry 
lad closed, although its business had not been 
affected by the Customs barrier. From his 
own examination of the tobacco-growing in- 
dustry he was not satisfied that it would be 


‘reasonable that no duty should be put on 


heme-grown tobacco. The amount which 
would be lost in revenue by remitting the tax 
would be very considerable. A, 

The offer that had been made by the 
Government to Sir Nugent Everard and his 
people was as far as they were entitled to 
go under the circumstances. There was some- 
thing like £70,000 for certain experiments to’ 
go over a certain number of years. | 
The adoption of the Customs duties im- 
gosed by ths Safeguarding of Industries Act 
had not in any way altered the position of 
Irish industries. It might be that the articles 
scheduled under that Act were not appro- 
priate for this country, but that was a matter 
which required very careful consideration, and 
it would get very careful consideration. 

It shonld be remembered that there were 
certain real and useful advantages to 
derived from setting up a separate fiscal 
Fystem. % could not be expected 
that they would take all. the ad- 
vantages and not partake also of the 
disadvantages, It was inevitable that even 
with existing regulations dealing with these 
matters there would be an improvement in 
our industrial activities. li might not come 
for years, but the field and the opportunity 
were there, if the people seized them. 

He was not sure that the scientific instru- 
ments industry would gain much if Deputy 
Thrift’s claim were granted. He regretted 
that it was not in his power to consider. the 
siggestion made by Deputy McBride. - He 
did not know whether within twelve months 
it would be possible to consider the whole 
fiscal system. 


PLAIN TALK, 


He did not know that it would be right 
to grant subsidies to existing industries; 
there ought to be a better spirit; people 
ought not to be eternally looking for sub- 
sidies or assistance. There was a time within 
the last twenty years when an effort was 
made fur industries; but fiow the question 
was: ' What is the Government going to do 
for these people’’’ He did not hesitate to 
say that if the people were not going to do 
anything for themselves, the Government 
would not do it. “i 

Mr. Figgis said that he had uot made any 
elaim for subsidies. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that he was glad to hear 
that. When the fiscal question was to be 
considered, either by the present or any 
future Government, that would be the point 
of view from which it would be considered. 
The idea ought to be to see what was in- 
terfering with industrial activity, and to re- 
move any such interference; bu¥ the manu- 
facturers ought not to get it into their heads 
that the State existed. for the purpose of 
spoon-feeding them—— 

Mr. Figgis—I entirely agree, 

Mr. Cosgrave said that a d deal of

AN HONEST OPINION. 


Mr. Césgrave—If they asked me for an 
honest opinion I should say that it would be.

His examination of the question, he added, 
showed that the subsidy amounted to some- 
thing from 20 to 50 cent. of the wages 
paid. He was satished that it was not a 
sound proposition. If the case put up to the 
Government was that they should continue 
such an activity, he would have nothing to 
do with it. It was not sound business, and 
he would not recommend it to the country. 

In considering their fiscal or industrial 
policy they should ‘not be guided by such 
lines. He mentioned two instances that had 
recently come to his notice. In one, work 
which “would cost £3,625 here, could 
done in England for £1,400; in the other, 
work which wauld cost £1,500 was tendered 
for from Belfast for £800. | 

Would they be justified in imposing a tariff 
to that extent in order to enable industries 
here to struggle along? He would not ap- 
prove of it. ir that were the case made by 
industrialists for assistance here the sooner 
they were rid of them the better; “he sooner 
they realised that that kind of nonsense was 
not to be tolerated the better. 


“NOT QUITE FAIR.” 


Mr. J. J. Walsh said that at the present 
moment one of the Government departments 
was in communication with a foreign firm 
with a view to encouraging that firm to start 
here the manufacture of electrical instru- 
ments. The figure ran to something like 
£2,000,000 a year. He thought that the 
President was not quite fair to the tobacco- 
growing industry. He (Mr. Walsh) had fol- 
lowed pretty closely the progress of this indus- 
try for the last eight or nine years’ During 
the European War the consumption of Irish- 
grown tobacco was very great, a great deal 
being consumed by the British Army. The 
industry paid during that time, but it had not | 
been paying now, for the reason that Irish 
tobacco was not being used solely by the 
Irish manufacturers. 

These manufacturers were only able to hold 
20 per cent. of the Irish trade. It followed, 
therefore, that the output of Trish tobacco 
must be very limited; at present the market 
was too limited to make it an economic suc- 
cess. If the trade in Ireland should be cap- 
tured by Irish manufacturers he had no doubt 
that Irish tobacco would again resume the 
position it occupied in 1916-17. 

It was a matter that should be treated 
carefully and sympathetically. He was not 
satisfied that this country could not grow 
tobacco from the economic standpoint, nor was 
he satisfied that the Irish people could not be 
acclimatised to the smoking of Irish tobacco. 
He had smoked Irish tobacco himself for 
years. 

The whole of the Irish tobacco industry de- 
served sympathetic consideration. -If it got 
that consideration he was satisfied that it 
would again résume its position in the Irish 
market. It would be a pity if the industry 
were turned down without an examination of 
its future as well as its past.

CARE OF CRIPPLED 
 OHILDREN. 


———- > ---- 
A DESERVING OBJECT. 

In our columns to-day will be found an 
urgerit appeal on behalf of a very deserving 
object. It is pretty.well known that many 
childrén who are reared and live in unhealthy 
surroundings, and who are badly fed, con- 
tract rickets. This disease, as the appeal 
points out, leads, if not checked in time, to 
the development of grave deformities, and 
in quite a large number of cases canses the 
child to be pérmanently crippled. The pre- 
sent appeal is made ‘on. behalf of children 
suffermg. from rickets. The signatories pro- 
pose to provide an open-air home, in which 
children so afflicted may be adequately 
treated. © It has been found, as a result of 
medical research, that the disease can be 
arrestéd; if treated in time, by the simple 
means of giving the child a sufficiency of 
fresh air and sunshine. At the present 
moment there is not, in Dublin, any institu- 
tion ‘suitable for this purpose, and the in- 
tention is to acquire premises near the city, 
where the maximum of light and mountain 
air can be obtained. 

The success of the scheme must depend 
largely. on thé response which this appeal 
will evoke: ~The Committee, however, start 
with a very substantial advantage. In addi- 
tion to the belief that their appeal will not 
fall upon. deaf ears, they are. encouraged 
by the fact that they have -already 
been promised £5,000 by a lady, who desires 
to remain anonymous. Ii is estimated that 
to satisfy all requirements andther £5,000 
will be necessary, and it is to obtain this 
amount that the Committee now appeals to 
the public. :

£90,000 CLAIM FAILS, 


Judge Thompson, sitting. at Belfast yes-" 
terday, dismissed the claim of © Visconnt 
Massereene and other trustees for . £90,000 
damages for the burning of Antrim Castle. 

-They all, he said, felt great sympathy with 
Lord and Lady Massereene in the destruction 
of their home. “But the question for the 
Court was whether or not the circumstances of 
the fire satisfied the Court that the building 
was maliciously bupgned. 

Having reviewed the evidence, Judge. 
Thompson said that several circumstances were 
relied upon by the claimants as*shdwing that” 
the fire should be considered..to he malicious. ' 
The first was the general Camp@ign ‘against 
such houses; secondly,.’direct malreé ‘against. 
Lord aud Lady. Massereene, as ‘shown by the 
threatening letters; thirdly, the existence ot 
two or three separate fires;* fourthly, that 
some of the windows had been tampered with; 
fifthly, a paraffin barrel, which was ‘aid to 
have contained paraffin. before the fire, and 
none after, and, sixthly, the fact that 
hydrants, on being tried on the outbreak of 
the fire, were found to be empty. 

While admitting that there had been a cam- 
paign against such houses, which resulted in 
the burning of Shane’s Castle, he did «not 
think that it would be safe for him to hold 
that the fire in the present case was neces-, 
sarily malicious by reason “of the. .iact that | 
there was or had been 4 ‘campaign against 
such houses. . In the second place, it was 
said that there had been a plot against Lord 
Massereene—that he had. been followed, and 
that threatening letters had: been received by 

dy Massereene. “The police had taken no 
action in regard to Lord Massereene having 
been followed, while the letiers to Lady 
Massereene had “been received some time be- 
fore the fire occurred. He certainly ould not 
be asked to find that the fire was caused by 
those in the house, for complicity . of 
persons inside the. castle was ¢x- 
pressly disclaimed by the claimanis, In 
his view the arrangement of the tanks 
was quite consistent with the supply of 
water being found short when called upon. 
He was not satisfied that the fire at the 


nursery stairs wasta separate fire, and -he |' 


attached no importance to the theory of the 
paraffin barrel. | 

Finally, his honour.said that he had come 
to the conclusion, with some regret, that- none 
of these circumstancés in themselves, nor all 
taken together, necessarily involved a: mali- 
cious origin of the fire. Accordingly he must 
hold that the applicants had not discharged 
the onus that lay upon them, and the appli- 
cation must be refused. 

On the application of Mr. Currie costs were 
given against the applicants in favour of 
Antrim County Council. 

At the suggestion of the Attorney-General 
(for the applicants) other claims were allowed 
to stand over pending the consideration of the 
question of appeal.
